That Damages Against 


Germany Must Be De- 
termined Justly.

Washington, ‘April 1.—Germany 
must admit her moral responsibili- 
ty for the war, and must pay rep- 
Brations to the limit of her ability. 
This, it can be stated, is the at- 


‘titude of the American government, 
‘to be communicated to Rene Vivi- 


me) m@ni, special envoy of France now

in the capital, if, indeed, it has not 
@lready been communicated. 

Fears that America might assist 
Germany in evading her obliza- 
tions, held in part, responsible for 
Viviani’s mission, are considered 
@bsurd in. highest quarters. No 
basis exists, it is learned, for the 
dmpression that the administration 


as unsympathetic to the attempts 
‘of the allied powers to compel Ger- 


many to make all restitution pos- 


gible. 

The information on the yiews of 
the administration is comsidered 
of deepest significance in indicat- 
fing the future .course of American 
Policy. It reveals that this gov- 
ernment, insofar as principles are 
foncerned, will afford the allied 


“Powers “justice,” sought by Vivianil, 


fn the form of moral support and 
co-operation in the allied course to- 
ward Germany. 

America has been silent on the 
coercive measures undertaken by 
the allies against Germany. Her 
opposition to the reparations terms, 
while never officially communi- 
eated, are well known in European 
loreign offices. The military activ- 
and her mainte- 
mance of a huge standing army, 
have been generally disapproved, 
both by the present and former 
administration. * 

These things, and what Europe 
holds is the inescapable need of 
American co-operation in carrying 
out peace terms, indicated the pos- 


sibility of a breach, which the visit] 
~ of Viviani was seeking to close. 


The administration holds, how- 
ever, that the damages to be levied 
against Germany must be deter- 
mined justly and fairly, and that 
reasonableness must rule. While 
agreeing in prineiple to the allied 
contentions, it does not follow that 
there is agreement on methods and 

ecisions. The important point is 
that Germany may not seek aid 
and comfort from this country. 

It is admitted?ty impossible that 
American support will be more 
than moral. But the allies con- 
gider this of highest importance. 
They court the favorable attitude 
of America, the leader of world 


By Sea Sickness 


Ocean Billows Quickly 
Quench Revolutionary Fires 
on Soviet Ark. 


New York, April 1.—The story of 
how reventy undesirables deported 
to Russia on the steamer Esthonia 
jast February revolted on the high 
seas under the leadership of a 
woman, Rosa Oradovsky, was told 
here today by H. J. Skeffinger, an 
immigration commissioner of Bos- 
ton, who returned from England 
on the Adriatic. : 

Conditions became so bad _ that 
the captain at one time considered 
wirelessing an American vessel for 
assistance. Instead, he had paint- 
ed on the dec hite “dead lines,” 
beyond which the radicals were 
warned not to advaace on peril of 
death. These lines were guarded 


by. sailors armead with revolvers 
and ordered to shoot if their com- 
mands were disobeyed. Finally 
Neptune came to the captain’s aid, 
a gale caused great billows in the 
ocean, and seasickness quelled the 
fires of revolution. 

“A Tigress Woman.” 

The radicals, collected from va- 
rious parts of the United States, 
sailed on February 1, under Mr. 
Skeffington’s charge, for Danzig, 
“Libau and Riga. The Esthonia had 
not proceeded far, Mr. Skeffington 
said, when the woman, whom he 
described as ‘“‘a veritable tigress,” 
assumed leadership of the undesir- 
ables and. demanded better quarters 
than the third class accommoda- 
tions allotted them. : 

“Our distinguished people are 
leaving your rotten country and 
we deserve first-class accommoda- 
tions,” she told the captain, who 
told her no other accommodations 
were available. Thereupon she 
went among 400 Russians, who 
were on the steamer returning to 
their homes, and speedily won them 
to her side. 

“Agin All Governments.” 

The radicals and their sympathiz- 
ers formed committees and; waited 
upon the captain, who, in order to 
placate them as much as possible, 
allotted them sixteen staterooms in 
the second cabin. The woman. was 
not satisfied, however, Mr. Skef- 
fington said, and gathered seven- 
teen faithful followers about her, 
proclaiming themselves anarchists. 

Thé captain informed them that 
the ship flew the Danish flag and 
that his crew of 200 would take 
measures to resist any insurrec- 
tion. Then the “dead lines” were 
drawn.

Little gives—to request the lucky 
young ladies to fill in membership 
blanks and mail them to Little’s 
box at the newspaper. 

As a result, when Little went to 
get replies from prospective porters 
Friday, he was confronted with a 
postal inspector, who suspected that 
all might not be in lawful order 
about the “Sweet Mammas” and that 
an effort to obtain funds by fraud 
might act as a joker in the other- 
wise serene deck of the somewhat 
amagingly named association. 

“I believe that some person did 
this thing as a joke,’ Mr. Little 
told The Constitution. “If that’s 
the case he certainly wins the cast 
iron hosiery for thinking up com- 
ical hoaxes. I'll never hear the last 
of the kidding, and I guess I'll be 
known from now on as ‘Sweet 
Daddy.’”’ 

Little also explained that the num- 
ber of his box was 12, while the 
“Sweet Mamma” communications 
were mailed to box 21. It may have 
been the mysterious working of 
fate that allotted him the role of 
the “goat” in the little comedy, he 
opined. 

Not Guilty, He Says.

Wright Takes Part in 
Trial in Covington in Or- 
der to Be Prepared for 
Jasper County Probe. 


With the trial of John S. Wil- 
liams, under indictment for mur- 
der in connection with the killing 
of eleven negroes on and near his 
Jasper county farm, set for Tues- 
day in Covington, chief develop- 
ments in the case were centered 
in Atlanta Friday night when it 
was learned that Governor Hugh M. 
Dorsey has designated Assistant 
Attorney-General Graham Wright as 
the only assistant of Solicitor A. 
M. Brand in the presecution next 
week and that negotiations for a 
prominent Augusta lawyer to rep- 
resent Clyde Manning are under 
way. 

Both the governor and Solicitor- 
General Brand denied the reports 
of Friday afternoon that the former 
was attempting to secure a well- 
known Georgia attorney to assist 
in the prosecution. The solicitor 
had already requested t assist- 
ance of Mr. Wright, it was stated, 
while the assistant attorney-gener- 
al had also informed the chief 
executive that it was- his desire to 
participate in the Newton county 
trial owing to his interests in the 
Jasper county investigations. 

Governor Grants Request. 

Since the Newton county charge 
of murder against Williams will 
be the same as advariced against 
him when Mr. Wright appears be- 
fore the Jasper county grand jury 
April 11, he informed the governor 
that he .would be placed in a bet- 
ter position, to proceed with. his 
prosecution if allowed to partici- 
pate in the Covington trial. Gov- 
ernor Dorsey, accordingly, granted 
the’ request of the assistant attor- 
ney-genéral and Solicitor Brand.

United States Probe Begins.

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Escape From Scene. 


W. A. Walker, a young white man 
of 1:36 Washington street, was shot 
in the right leg about midnight Fri- 
day night, at the corner of Ala- 
bama and Broad streets, by an un- 
known assailant who, it is under- 
stood, was aiming at another man. 
The intended victim of the shooting, 
according to witnesses, hid behind 
a mail box and escaped injury, Wal- 
ker being struck as he stood read- 
ing a& newspaper. : 

One of the five bullets fired pass- 

ed through the hat of Private Andes 
M. Chapman, stationed at Camp Jes- 
sup, with the motor transport corps. 
He was StandiAg beside Walker. 
The bullet enteréd the back of. his 
cap, passed through the inside band 
of the hat and emerged without 
touching his head. 
When the assailant’s gun. was 
empty, the intended victim pursued 
him across the viaduct and had 
nearly caught him when he sudden- 
ly stopped.the chase. The pistol 
shots attracted a crowd, which 
chased both. men, but neither was 
captured. Walker was taken to 
Grady hospital with painful inju- 
ries. 3 

There were many persons in the 
neighborhood of the shooting when 
the attack was made, but none 
could give a description of the 
would-be slayer, other than to say 
that he was a white man. No fight 
preceded the shooting, and _ there 
was no indication of trouble until 
the five pistol shots, in rapid suc- 
cession, startled the neighborhood. 

Walker could ae no explanation 
of the shooting. He said he was 
leaning against a lamp “post read- 
ing a newspaper, when the. bullets 
struck him.

Statements of March Bills 
ow Drop of Five Cents 
in Price of Milk. 


For the first time since war 
prices attained full momentum, lo- 
cal dairymen and milk dealers yes- 
terday mailed statements billing 
patrons for milk at the rate of 20 
cents per quart, which rate repre- 
sented a drop of 5 cents per quart. 

So far as could be ascertained by 
The Constitution, the milk price in 
Atlanta seems to be fixed by all 
dealers at 20 cents, though it was 
found that in a few instances dairies 
put the cut of 6 cents into effect 
prior to March 1. 

Up to that time, it is learned, a 
large majority of the dairies were 
charging 25 cents per quart, but on 
March 1 prices generally suffered 
the drop, which represents a 20 per 
cent reduction. 

The general tendency of the pub- 
lic to curtail buying wherever pos- 
sible seems to have lessened the 
demand for milk to an extent, and 
at the same time feed and labor 
prices eased off materially. 

These causes, together with the 
fact that the advent of spring is 


making grass plentiful, are attrib- 
uted by dealers to have precipitated 
the decline. °

A specific plan outlining changes 
in hours and reductions in wages 
was presented by the steamship 
men, but the board only expressed 
its views on the general situation 
and did not approve any specific 
proposals. 

The steamship operators were 
told, Chairman Benson said after 
the conference, that the board real- 
ized necessity for a readjust- 
ment involving wage reductions, the 
restrictions of overtime and modi- 
fication of. some existing regula- 
tions. Th@ board insjsted, how- 
ever, Chairman Benson said, that 
the steamship owners must work 
out the readjustment with the men 
before the board could give its ap- 
proval. 

Agreements between the various 
classes of seamen, except masters 
and mates, expire May 1, and it is 
expected the steamship owners will 
have negotiated new contracts for 
the board’s approval by that date. 
Agreements with the masters and 
mates expire August 1. 

Approximately 60,000 men, of- 
ficials said, will be affected, in- 
cluding the marine engineers, sea- 
men, firemen, cooks and stewards 
and wireless operators, on. all 
American ships operating out of 
Atlantic and Gulf ports. 

Adjustment of the wage con- 
troversy or the Patific coast is 
expected ti ‘ollow and is dependent 
on the Atientic and Gulf negotia- 
tions.

“What kind er flowers you want, 
Bill?” a_ shrill voice yelled from 
the seething mob; but the “spider’’ 
had already explained that the 
benefits from his health-flirtation 
act were go to the wounded sol- 
diers’ fund, so he yelled back: 

“Give ’Em te Legion.” 

“Give ‘em to the American Le- 
gion’s wounded soldiers—I don’t 
like flowers. I can’t smell!’ 

He then.gave his audience the 
first real thrill] of the night. Fol- 
lowing his way along the third 
story cornice of the building by 
the aid of a powerful spotlight, he 
continued up the center section of 
the wall two stories higher, where 
he nerved himself for the  hair- 
raising feat of standing on his 
head—both hands and feet dan-

Warm Debate in French 
Senate on Result of 
Deal for American Army 
Stocks. 

VA » 

Paris, April 1—The disposal by 
the French government of Ameri- 
can army stocks was discussed in 
the senate last night during de- 
bate on the budget. Senator Pierre 
Berger demanded information of 
the government as to whether 
many automobiles had not disap- 
peared from American camps taken 
over by the French authorities. 

“That is not disputed,” replied 
Andre Paisant, undersecretary of 
the ministry of commerce, who was 
charged with the sale of the 
American stocks. 

Senator Berger, continuing sata 
he had heard of new ambulances 
being sold for three or four thou- 
sand francs at Camp Gievres on one 
day and being resold in Paris the 
next day for ten thousand or twelve 
thousand francs. 

Secretary Replies, 

Senator Berger continued his 
criticism of the French officials, 
after which M. Paisant replied 
length, but with-many interrup- 
tions and questions, saying in part: 
» “We bought the American stocks 
for $400,000,000, the dollar being 
calculated at seven francs, it was 
understood payment was to be 
made in ten years, bearing inter-

gling free in the air. This he ac- 
complished by raising the window 
in his path and balancing himself 
first against the half-closed aper- 
ture, then swinging free 
support save the reversed portion 
of his head.

About two minutes later he of- 
fered the crowd a little more 
amusement—this time of a differ- 
ent nature, however. 

It wasn’t in the “Spider’s” origi- 
nal schedule to stop at the seventh 
floor, but upon reaching the win- 
dow of that division something 
changed his mind. The “Spider’’ 
was just fixing to continue his web 
by traveling on when ejfher a 
blonde or brunette “fly’—the spec- 
tators couldn’t tell from the 
ground—who, perhaps, was some 
pretty “steno,” attracted Bill’s im- 
mediate attention by changing the 
center of gravity to the interior 
of the office. 

Bill pulled he shade down ~ be- 
hind him. 

However, it was Wc “Spider” in 
the “fly’s” parlor, whjch was a pit 
against the established rule of 
things, so for some reason Bill 
made a quick exit, in which he for- 
got his hat, and hurriedly con- 
tinued on his way. Bill didn’t stop 
any more after this until he 
reached the tenth stanza of his 
song, where the stop-watch was 
brought into play, showing that ten 
stories had been scaled in eight 
minutes. 

Near His Mascot. 

“Bill was now within easy hear- 
ing distance of his mascot, young 
Vernon Sues, the 13-year-old boy 
who was arrested Thursday night 
following orders from Washington, 
where it is claimed he ran away 
from his parents, and who was re- 
leased Friday morning after a tele- 
gram from his mother to the 
“spider” authorized the latter to act 
as guardian for the kid. 

The kid yelled from the top of 
the building: 

“Want a cigarette, Bill?” 

Bill used the cigarette for a 
chaser, for some one_in the office 
brought out refreshments. It was 
a brown, hippocket size bottle that 
looked like old times, but Bill turn- 
ed his, back on the* crowd for the 
first time, and the wind was blow- 
ing in the wrong direction, so no 
further evidence was to be had. 
The glare of the spotlight reflected 
against the bottle and a stampede 
was almost started down below. 

Whatever the contents of the flask 
were they appeared to offer the nec- 
essary stimulation, for Bill made a 
non-stop flight from there to the 
top of the bu#lding, where he per- 
fected his title of “chief-dare-devil,” 
by posing in a vertical position on 
the outmost extremity of the roof, 
with his head the centrifugal point 
of balance . With this, Bill bid the 
crowd good night.

(8) Cafeteria directors must 
be graduates of technological schools 
and may get practical experience 
either through s®me commercial 
cafeteria or by coming to New York 
to work in one of the two national 
board cafeterias. Somesuch experi-

No officials cl»se to the executive 
expect him rather to work out-his 
policy through individual consul- 
tation with the managers, stock- 
holders and employees. 

In the cabinet’s discussion of the 
question of continuing wartime 
agreements it was brought out that 
the issues involved far more than 
the mere controversy between em- 
ployer and employee. Argument 
was put forward that if the co 
tracts in question were to be - 
garded as still in force, that would 
remove fhe right of negotiation 
from the roads and men of many 
wage disagreements. It also was

Mrs. Stillman had asked aiimony 
of $10,000 a month and $75,000 


counsel fees. Justice Morschauser’ 
made public his decision after he 
had transmitted it to the court clerk 
at White Piaing along with affi- 
davits and ple ings presented in 
the case, , 

In his decision Justice Mor- 
schauser ruled out of the divorce 
suit as confidential and priviieged 
the aileged “confession” letter writ- 
ten to Mr. Stillman py his wife. He 
also. ruied out tetters alleged to 
havé been written to Mrs. Stillmar’ 
by Fred Beauvais, an Indian guide, 
who was named in thé banker’s 
complaint as co-respondent and ac- 
cused of being the father of Mrs. 
Stillman’s infant son, Guy. 

Pleaded Recriminations. 

The decision set forth that Mrs. 
Stillman had pleaded recrimina- 
tions in her answer to the bank- 
er’s complaint and that both hus- 
band and wife made charges 
“founded upon .an allegatidn of 
adultery.” 

“A husband or wife is*not com- 
petent to testify against -the other,” 
On such allegations, the decision 
said. The justice decided that the 
affidavits to which the itetters 
were appended -contained matters 
that Mr. Stillman could not testify 
to, and it was upon this ground that 
the communications were barred. 

Justice Morschauser pointed out 
that his inhibition against admit- 
ting the allezed messages from 
Beauvais to Mrs. Stillman applied 
to the motion under consideration 
and that they might be offered 
again in connection with later mo- 
tions, 

Referring to the alleged ietter 
written to Mr. Stillman by his 
wife to the admission of which 
her attorneys objected, and which 
it was charged by counse! for the 
banker she wrote “in a moment of 
hysteria, implicating herself,” the 
decision said: 

: ‘Husband and Wife.” - 

“Communicaiions and _ transac- 
tions between husbend and wife 
were early reco.s: ized as privileged 
and neither could be compelled to 
disclose what took place between 
them, ind rm@ither was a compe- 
tent witness to testify as to such 
transactions or communications of 
a eonfidential nature or induced by 
marital relation. 

“From experience it was found 
that far less evil would result trom 
the exclision of such testimony 
than irom its admission. it may 
in individua} cases work hardship. 
but the destruction of confidence 
between a husband and wife would 
Cause much misery and affect the 
marriage relation. This rule is 
founded upon sound public policy.” 

Referring to Mrs. Stillman’s 
charge that her financier husband 
is the father of a 30-months-old son 
born to “Mrs. Florence H, Leeds,” 
former musical revue girl, the de- 
cision said: 

Does Not Seek Divorce. 

“The defendant has amended her 
answer and charges acts and con- 
duct upon the plaintiff of similar 
character as charged by him 
agains her, and such acts are sup- 
ported by affidavits of different 
persons. 

“She does not seek a divorce, but 
Pleads recrimination against the 
defendant as a ‘defense. If the 
acts and conduct as charged against 
each other are sustained, neither 
will we entitled to a decree, 

“ff these charges are established 
the plaintiff and defendant will 
find themselves in the same posi- 
tion as before the commencement 
of the action, except that they will 
have had their day in court, or per- 
haps several] days, as to matters 
affecting them, and this means 
time, labor and expenditure of 
money.” 

“Debatable Question.” 

The decision’ said it was “a de- 
batable question” whether the let- 
ters alleged to have been written to 
Mrs. Stillman by the Indian guide, 
one of her husband’s servants, 
should be received upon the plain- 
tiff’s affidavits, unaccompanied by 
other affidavits.” 

Guy Stillman, the {f{nfant, whose 
legitimacy was attacked by Mr. 
Stillman, and .who was named co- 
defendant with his mother, “will 
bear a stain that cannot be erased 
and for which he is not responsi- 
ble if the husband is successful in 
his suit.” said the decision. 

“The plaintiff. seeks to do that 
which he believes is his duty to 
himself and his children,” it coni- 
tinued. “The plantiff having chal- 
lenged the paternity of the child, 
the defendant comes to its protec- 
tion and to the defense of its le- 
gitimacy. That is her duty. and 
she is right in herclaim. She vig- 
orously champions the child’s cause 
and this its expected from any 
mother.

-The Atthletics loom up strong 
again. In fact, if there is one 
catcher in sight who threatens the 
supremacy of Schalk and O'Neill it 
is this hustling, aggressive Per- 
kins. who, when he learns to direct 
a team as Schatk does, will crowd 
them all for ex 4 honors. Besides 
his hustle and his speed, the bev is 
advancing steadily in knowledge of 
the game, and with a better team 
to work with, and with Mack’s care- 
ful CORCNIg to aid him, 
serves the hight rating the dope 
figures award him.

WILL KAISER BE NEXT? 


European statesmen and the 
European public are considerably 
disturbed by rumors, supported by 
significant physical indications, 
that former Emperor Charles, of 
Austria-Hungary, is planning 4 
coup whereby to re-enthrone him- 
self as the ruler of the present re- 


public of Austria. 

And Europe’s apprehension is 
amply justified by recent events. 

Constantine did in Greece exact- 
ly what Charles is said to be plan- 
ning to do in Austria. 

If Constantine could stage a 
“eome-back,” as internal division 
of Greek sentiment enabled him to 
do, why cannot Charles do like- 
wise? 

And if Charles succeeds in re- 
instating himself to the throne, 
will it not be possible for the for- 
mer German kaiser, now in exile— 
as were both Constantine and 
Charles—to do the same thing? 

That question is undoubtedly up- 
permost in the European mind at 
the present time; and certainly it 
justifies misgivings as to what the 
future holds. not for Europe alone, 
but for the whole world! 

The allies vigorously opposed 
the return of Constantine to the 
Greek throne, but, having just 
fought and won a war for democ- 
racy, they could not consistently 
stand in the way of a submission 
of the whole question to. a popu- 
lar election by the people of 
Greece; and,* the very oppo- 
sition of the. allies to Con- 
stantine put him somewhat in 
the position of a persecuted 
martyr in the minds of the Greek 
masses, and, in a spirit of tradi- 
tional loyalty to their former king, 
they flocked to his standard and 
voted him back into the position 
from which he was forced to flee 
during the war. 

With that development fresh in 
mind, the allied statesmen, appre- 
hensive as they are, are extremely 
chary about officially or openly 
taking steps to prevent the return 
of the former Austrian monarch. 

And the United States, as vital- 
ly interested in the long run as 
any of its former associate na- 
tions, is, thanks to the last senate, 
still technically at war with Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Germany, out- 
side the pale of the league of na- 
tions, and powerless to make its 
influence felt in the development 
of Europe’s political affairs! 

We can do nothing more than 
look on, hope for the best, and 
“trust ‘to luck” that, having been 
deposed of their power as rulers, 
neither the former kaiser or the 
former emperor of Austria-Hun- 
gary, ‘may get back into position 
enabling them to again upset the 
world and bathe it in blood.

The decision in the matter of 
trading with bolshevist Russia 
might well be described as the 
opinion of the American court writ- 
ten by Judge Hughes. It is one 
more intersting and conclusive evi- 
i\dence of the fact that the new 
secretary of state is a decisive 
force tn the making of the fdreign 
Policy of the new administraton and 
not, as Washington gossip has 
characteristically hinted “window 
dressing” for a mere political 
cabinet. Judging from the course 
of events up to the present moment 
it is fair to assume first, that Mr. 
Hughes will be secretary of state 
ree second that he may easily prove 


j|one of the few great secretaries in 


our history. Clarity of vision and 
expression and decision he has cer- 
tainly shown in recent instances 
which are at the least indicative of 
what is to come. 

Looking at the Russian case for 
the moment, there is obviously just 
this to be said. Everyone knows 
that there is no trade to be had in 
Russia. Thy whole discussion of 
trading with Russia is, in -pure 
American, no more than obvious 
“bunk.” What is real in the situa- 
tion Is the hunt for concessions. We 
are seeing the ym grr ae 2 of a gi- 
gantic scramble for the loot of the 
Russian empire. Lloyd-George has 
surrendered to two influences, the 
labor group, which has used Rus- 
sia as a campaign issue, and the 
financial group, which have look- 
ed to Russia as the “promised 
land.” 

There was danger, there is, per- 
haps, still danger, that the United 
States may be stampeded into a 
participation in this scramble, but 
Mr. Hughes, fully supported one 
may conjecture by Mr. Hoover, has 
momentarily prevented the stam- 
peding of the American govern- 
ment by the British action. After 
all, as every one knows, British 
influences have been busy for 
months, perhaps for two full years, 
in the exploration of Russian pos- 
sibilities. While we were sending 
such conspicuous humanitarions as 
Lineoln Steffens and W. C. Bullitt 
to make moral discoveries in red 
Russia, Great Britain was sending 
Columbuses of quite different 
character, seeking totally different 
ends. 

Moonshine for Simple-minded, 

The idea that the bolshevists 
have become capitalistic {s only one 
more of the pieces of arrant moon- 
shine which have been put forth 
from tkme to time to take in the 
simple-minded. Bolshevism has al- 
ways had two weapons, a discon- 
tent of the radical elements in the 
same .ommunities. Exploiting the 
former, it has sought to provoke 
and foment revolution in all west- 
ern nations. But for the moment 
that game is up. The masses in 
western nations show not the least 
sign of any present rising. 

But there ‘remains the second 
string. Russia must have com- 
munications and mechanical equip- 
ment or die, that is bolshevist Rus- 
sia. It is as unalterably opposed 
now as always to the creation of a 
Russia capitalitsic state, to the 
erection of a capitalistic class in 
Russia. But it can afford, it must 
afford, to have capitalism from the 
outside save the economic life of 
Russia. It must be saved by its 
enemy, the foe it seeks to destroy, 
if it is to retain the capacity for 
continuing and renewing its as- 


| 
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sault upon capitalism everywhere, 
which is its reason for existence. 


Lenin is Lenin and Trotsky is 
Trotsky. They have not changed, 
and they will not chahge, but they 


need help and the cheapest help 
they can obtain is from their ene- 
my. Thus the single question is 
whether the cupidity of western 
nations can be exploited to save 
red “Russia, against the moment 
when red Russia can return to the 
charge. Remember that Russia, the 
bolshevists were willing to cede to 
Germany at Brest Litovsk almost 
an unlimited fraction of the Russian 
estate to retain control of the bal- 
ance. The trade proposal is a new 
application of the Brest Litovsk 
strategy, nothing more and noth- 
ing less. 
Danger Still Exists. 

Yet there was and there is dan- 
ger that the issue which the “parlor 
bolshevists,”’ notably in the Uhited 


States and Great Britain, have 
made out of the Russian case and 
the issue which British labor has 
made may stampede us as it has 
stampeded the British. It needs 
coo] and calm judgment to perceive 
that the advantages are - illusory 
and the dangers solid, that bolshev- 
ism, with its back to the wall, is 
seeking aid from an enemy !It still 
means to destroy. But this fact 
grasped, the making of a policy 
becomes easy. 

Looking only on the material 
side, nothing is more certain than 
that if rea] Russia, a nationalistic 
Russia, a Russia of patriotism and 


sanity finally evolves from the 
present mess, it will hold in con- 
tempt and in hatred those nations 
which, for their own profit have 
shared in the plundering and de- 
struction of the Russian‘ nation. Mr. 
Wilson saw this fact, his admin- 
istration wisely withheld its ap- 
proval from the scheme of parting 
the raiment of the great slav na- 
tion. As a consequence of his 
policy the United States stands in 
the position where, for any Tre- 
stored Russia it must be the first 
and the single .unselfish friend, 


To sacrifice that position now and 
join in the scramble for loot fs to 
come last to the feast, most dis- 


credited because our protestations 
of unselfishness are most recent, 
to lose exactly the price which 
could be the only axplanation for 
such a change of policy. On the 
other hand, to stand firm is to con- 
tribute mightily to the inevitable 
crash of the present regime, to con- 
tribute decisively to the ultimate 
destruction of pbolshevism, itself, 
which is the enemy. - 

If bolshevism, saved bythe inter- 
vention of western nations and by 


the concession scramble of western 
capitalism, regains its breath, it 
will turn upon its saviours, whose 
motives it understands, whose prin- 
ciples it has dedicated itself to de- 
troy. Bolshevism has been and re- 
mains a state of war with or 
western civilization. It will destroy 
us or we shall destroy it. So far 
Mr. Harding confronts no such do- 
mestic issue as has 
George to abandon every mofal 
principle and strike hands’ with 
murder in the hope of getting votes 
at home and profit abroad. 


Mr. Hughes has seen the point 
and expressed it with utter clarity. 
As a beginning in a real foreign 


policy it is more than a promise, it 

is a first fulfilment.

Significance of Final 
Cotton Ginning Report 


The United States census bureau 
has issued th® final gin returns on 
the cotton crop of 1920. The total 
gives a crop of 13,365,754 bales— 
500 pound 
under-estimaté by the federal crop 
reporting béard last December of 
378,754 bales. 

The 1920 crop was the largest 
produced since 1914, and the seventh 
crop produced in the United States, 
exceeding 13,000,000 bales, al) of 
which were produced since 1903. 

For the first time, South Caro- 
lina takes second place in produc- 
tion and Georgia goes to third 
place. Georgia planted practically 
5,000,000 acres in cotton last year, 
while South Carolina planted only 
2,900,000 acres. 

North Carolina still maintains the 
lead in prodfction of lint cotton 
per acre, thé average yield last 
year being 290 pounds. South Caro- 
lina followed with an average yield 
of lint cotton per acre of 277 
pounds, Texas 190 pounds and Geor- 
gia only 142 pounds, while the av- 
erage for the whole belt was 188 
pounds. The ten-year average has 
been 182 pounds per acre. 

Many thousands of bales of cot- 
ton were left in the fields, un- 
picked, in the Carolinas, Oklahoma 
and Texas, as the market prices 
for such extreme low grades would 
not cover the actual cost of pick- 
ing, ginning and wrapping. 

So large a crop in 1920 was ex- 
tremely unfortunate, in the face of 
such limited consumption by the 
spindles of the world. The enor- 
mous excess of supplies and the 
light demand precipitated prices 
for the staple down to values of 
one-third the cost of production. 

The growers cannot exist under 
these conditions and continue to 
grow large crops of cotton. Heavy 
curtailment of production, by dras- 
tic reduction in cotton acreage in 


'1921 is the only hope to bring con- 


sumption up to a parity with sup- 
plies, and advance prices to normal 
and profitable levels. 

The American Cotton association 
has carried on an intensive acreage 
reduction campaign throughout the 
entire cotton belt since last No- 
vember. Success or failure will be 
shown in tke report to be issued by 
the association on cotton acreage 
reduction on May 28. The data 
upon which the final statistics will 
be tabulated and issued will be on 
reports made by its thousands of 
correspondents, representing every 
cotton county throughout the en- 
tire belt. / 

Upon the acreage planted te cot- 
ton this spring, will depend the 
price of the many millions of bales 
now being held by farmers from 
the crops of 1919 and 1920, as well 
as the crop to be produced this 
year. Every farmer will determine 
the question now, ith all the 
lights before him, aided and ad- 
vised by his supply merchant or 
banker. 

The cotton acreage of 1921 will 
spell success or ruin, financially, 
for the cotton belt. There is but 
one proper solution to the prob- 
lem, and that is to cut production 
half in two this year dnd prepare 
to live at home on home-raised food 
and feed crops.

| HEALTH TALKS

OXALIC ACID FOOD FALLACIES. 

Nearly every fair to middling 
good doctor who sets up as an au- 
thority, or, blushing slightly 
though not painfully, let me say 
rather a teacher of hygiene and 
personal health, goes daffy on 
something or other. With me it is 
the catching cold superstition, they 
tell me; I am quite rabid on that 
subject. But I may say that, just 
as I am insane about the communi- 
cable character of the respiratory 
infections which well known (and 
politically heeled) health officers 
regularly declare are caused by low 
necks, thin stockings and zepher- 
ous garments; so Dr. Dick seems to 
have flown off the handle on the 
subject of sugar for children or 
even for adults; and likewise Dr. 
Harry is a little queer on the sub- 
ject of a vegetarian diet and sub- 
ject of oxalic acid in food. 

Oxalic acid is a rank poison. 
That’s proposition No. 1, and there 
can be no debate about it. 

Iodine is a rank poison. Yet w 
eat many things that contain fo- 
dine, and not only without injury, 
but with rea] benefit to health. 

Here are a number of wholesome 
foods which contain more or less 
oxalic acid— they are listed in or- 
der, the items containing the most 
oxalic acid first:

Even chicory, if there is any used 
to adulterate or flavor coffee, con- 
tains 0.7 gram of oxalic acid to’ the 
thousand grams. Yet some of these 
foods should be avoided by ordi- 
nary individuals. 

Oxalic acid is eliminated in. the 
urine of the normal adult in the 
con amount of 0.001 to 0.002 grams. 
Iffthe normal acidity of the urine is 
diminished, the oxalic acid (as cal- 
clum oxalate crystals) may not be 
kept in solution, and this is some- 
times a factor of stone formation 
in the kidney or bladder. There is 
also a state of ill health associated 
with the presence of oxalate erys- 
tals in the urine, of which the char- 
acteristics are dyspepsia, irrita- 
bility depression of spirits lassi- 
tude and sometimes hypochondria, 
all of which may appear within a 
few days if the patient is kept on 
an oxalic-free diet and given suit- 
able medicines to favor solution of 
oxalic acid or calcium oxalate in 
the urine. 

It should be clearly understood 
that the acidity or sourness of a 


vegetable of fruit has no relation 
to the amount of oxalic acid it con- 
tains; and that foods containing ox- 
alic acid have nothing to do with 
the production of acid stomach or 
acid urine or uric acid. 

Among the best foods to oppose 
oxaluria and favor the solubility of 
oxalic acid in the urine are apples, 
rye flour bread, potatoes, beef 
beans, peas, sour milk, all fats, fish, 
weak coffee, rice, barley and 
hominy.

Preparing for Trial. 

Solicitor Brand spent a busy day 
in Newton and Jasper counties Fri- 
day preparing for the trial of 
Williams. He was accompanied on 
hig tour of investigation by Sherift 
B. L. Johnson, of the Newton 
county superior court, who has 
taken a leading part in probe of 
the “death farm.” 

. far as investigations in Jas- 

er county are concerned,” Sheriff 
ohnson informed The Constitution 
on his return, “we are through. As 
you know, we have no jurisdiction 
in Jasper, and it is not our desire 
to intervene in the affairs of its 
officials. Most of our work today 
has been confined to Newton coun- 
ty. There were several prob- 
lems in the cases against Williams 
which needed clearing, and it was 
for this purpose that we made our 
probe today.” 

With a number of federal agents 
at his disposal, Solicitor Brand has 
been directing the investigation, 
and he stated that he was now 
ready for the trial. He would not 
reveal the line of procedure he 
will take in the trial, but indi- 
cated that he had corroborated 
Manning’s confession. 

' Jasper Investigation. 
In Jasper county, investigation of 


both the peonage and murder cases 
are being pushed, Sheriff W. J. 
Persons told The Constitution over 
the long distance telephone. While 
these cases are being probed by 
the offigialg, the lynching of Eu- 
gene Mnderson, a negro, is also bee 
ing vestigated by federal and 
courty officials. 

“We are making a very rigid in- 
vestigation of all clues and evi- 
dence in our hands,” said the sher- 
iff. “This afternoon we went to 
the Williams farm to investigate 
rumors we had received here to the 
effect that several of the negroes 
on and near the place had disap- 
peared during the past. several 
weeks. All the parties reported 
missing, however, were found at 
their homes.”’ 

The sheriff was asked if he ex- 
pected any sensational develop- 
ments to result from his investiga- 
tions. 

“As the case now stands, we are 
depending in a large measure on 
the evidence which will be put at 
our disposal by Solicitor Brand, 
Sheriff B. L. Johnson and federal 
agents. With this evidence and 
that which we have gathered our- 
selves during the past week,” he 
continued, “we expect important de- 
velopments when the grand jury 
convenes here Monday week.” 
Not Seeking More Bodies. 

Sheriff Persons was then asked 
to state whether any search had 
been made for more missing bodies, 
and he replied in the negative. ~- 

“At present we have no evidence 
which would aid us in any search. 
My deputies, however, are busily 
engaged on the case, and we may 
have some announcement relative 
to a search after the grand jury 
meets.” 

Vincent Hughes, head of the fed- 
eral agents in Georgia, stated that 
Clyde Manning, the negro whose 
confession implicated Williams in 
the murder of the eleven negroes, 
had given government Officials 
some valuable information regard- 
ing alleged peonage cases on the 
Williams plantation. 
that the investigation was proceed- 
ing sa‘isfactorily. and that consid- 
erable evidence had been amassed.

Southern Traffic League 

Seeks to Become Party 
to Dispute of Mechanics 
and Western Railroad. 


Having been denied the privilege 
of becoming a party to the dispute 
of the International Association of 
Mechanics against the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railway, be- 


fore the United States railroad labor 
board. which privilege was also de- 
nied the National Industrial Traf- 
fic league, the Southern Traffic 
league, which represents practical- 
ly all the shippers in the southern 
States, has presented a petition, re- 
newing its efforts to become, with 
the national league, a party to the 
above case by intervention. 

Tht Southern Traffic league, 
which has headquarters in. Mont- 
gomery, Ala. sets up in its peti- 
tion that the only way in which 
the public may become a party to 
the controversies, such as the one 
named above, is by intervention, 
and that had it not been the in- 
tention of.congress for the public 
thus to become party to these dis- 
putes the provision would not have 
been made for the representatives 
of the public to intervene. 


Asks for Reconsideration. 


The petition of the Southern 
Traffic league declares that a spe- 
cial study has* been made of the 
Wage controversy involved between 
the mechanics and the A., T. & S, 
F. railroad, and expresses the de- 
sire that it be allowed to make the 
petition of the National Industrial 
Traffic league its own, and requests 
that the railroad labor board re- 
consider its former order, declining 
to allow the intervention of the 
above named traffic leagues. 

The petition follows: 

Honorable R. M. Barton, Chairman United 
States Railway Labor Board, Chicago, Il. 
Dear Sir: At a recent meeting of the 

Southern ‘Traffic league, an organization 
consisting of the representatives of prac- 
tically all of the shippers and receivers of 
freight in the south, maintaining traffic 
departments, appointed a special committee 
to study the questions now pending before 
your honorable body in case No. 101.1, and 
to make a recommendation to the board of 
governors as to what if any, the 
league should take. 

After a thorough study of the questions 
brought into issue in the case of the Inter- 
national Association of Mechanics, et al., 
versus Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail- 
way Company et al., this special committee 
of the Southern Traffic league, with the 
approval of the board of governors, adopted 
and made its own, the intervening petition 
of the National Industrial Traffic league, 
which has been presented to you in the case 
above referred to and which petition of the 
national organization was denied by your 
honorable body on March 26. 

The Southern Traffic league desires to pe- 
tition your board for authority to intervene 
in the above named proceeding and respect- 
fully adopts, as its own, the intervening 
petition of the National Industrial Traffic 
league and further urges your board to re- 
consider its order declining to allow the 
National Industrial Traffic league to become 
a party to the proceedings. 

Yon have declined to allow the National 
Industrial Traffic league to become a party 
to the present proceeding under an interpre- 
tation you have placed upon Section 309 of 
the transportation act, reading as follows: 

“‘Any party to any dispute to be consid- 
ered by an adjustment board or by the 
labor board shall be entitled to a hearing, 
either in person or by counsel.” 

Transportation Act. 

An interpretation of this section should be 
made in the light of other sections of the 
seme act and I invite your respectful atten- 
tion to Section 308 of the transportation act, 
reading in part as follows: 

Three members, constituting the public 
group, representing the public, to be ap- 
pointed directly by the president, by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate.’’ 

If the public cannot become a party to 
the proceeding and it would not be in the 
public interest to hear from the public in 
the matter pending before your ard, it 
would not have been the intent of con- 
gress to specifically provide for three mem- 
bers of your board to constitute the. public 
group and to represent the public. The com- 
position of your board requires three mem- 
bers, constituting the labor group, repre- 
senting the employees and subordinate offi- 
cials of the carriers; three members con- 
Ssrtwtiay the management group, represent- 
ing the®carriergs and three members consti- 
luting the public group, representing the 
public. 

If the public in fact cannot intervene and 


action, 


become a party to proceedings before you 
and the door is closed to only hearing from 
the manageemnt group and the employees’ 
group of the carriers, the public group, rep- 
resented on your board and designated to 
represent the public, will be only able to 
base theif decisions upon information which 
they have secured from the testimony and 
exhibits introduced by parties belong ng to 
the employees group and the management 
group of the carriers. The public can never 
become a party to your proceedings except 
through intervention. petitions. The blic 
can only become a party to any dispute 
being considered by the labor board, by 
being allowed to be made a party. 
Can Become Party. , 

It’s not a party in the first instance, but 
can become a party by intervention and 
once having become a party, is entitled to 
a hearing either in person or by counsel. 
Yor cannot deny the public to intervene in 
the wroceeding, because it’s not a party 
in the first instance, It only becomes a 
party to the proceeding when you allow the 
intervening petition and there is nothing 
in the transportation act creating the rall- 
way labor board excluding the public from 
being heard in controversies urising before 
it, but on the other hand, specifically pro- 
vides for representation on your board of 
three members constituting the public 
group which is exactly the same number 
designated from the employees’ group and 
the management group of the carriers. 

For congress to establish a tribunal the 
personnel of which shall, in equal parts, 
represent the public, the railway manage- 
ment and the railway é¢mployees and then 
to exclude as a party to any proceeding 
before the board ‘‘the public’’ would be a 
futile thing and serve to defeat, to a large 
extent, the very purpose for which the board 
was established. ) 

Wherefore, the petitioner, the Southern 
Traffic league, respecffully requests and 
urges the United States railway labor board 
to reconsider its decision, denying the in- 
tervening petition of the National Industrial 
Traffic league and issue an order permitting 
the National Industrial Traffic league to 
become a party to the proceeding and al- 
low the Southern Traffic league to adopt 
and make its own, éaid intervening peti- 
tion of the National Industrial Traffic 
league.

By Dr. Wilmer 


Commercialization of Penal 
Labor Charged by At- 
lanta Pastor. 


Taking as his subject “Commu- 
»pnity Responsibility for Crime,” Dr. 
C. B. Wilmer, rector of St. Luke’s 
church, Friday afternoon before 
the Social Workers’ club launched 
an attack upon the existing sys- 
tem of enacting laws, the fee sys- 
tem and commercialization of penal. 


labor. 

Alleged conditions in Jasper and 
Newton counties were held up to 
light by the minister in connection 
with commercialization of penal la- 
bor, and he declared the fee system “a 
wrong idea of trying to make crime 
pay for itself.” The state and city 
of Atlanta must face existing con- 
ditions and adopt means to remove 
the causes of evil, he said. 

He listed as among the “approx!- 
mate causes” of crime the present 
system of faw enforcement, the 
fee system and commercialization of 

enal labor, and advocated a eclvic 
eague of 50 to 100° members to 
study these subjects and prepare 
remedial bills to be submitted to 
the legislature. . 

Among the “remote causes” he 
listed lack of honesty of purpose 
and intelligent methods in the hu- 
man heart and then touched again 
on the fee system, saying: 

“What is the cause of the fee 
system? The wrong idea of trying 
to make crime pay for itself with- 
out burdening the taxpayers,” he 
declared. He then scored the in- 
difference of citizens generally to- 
wards public welfare and the state 
and the church, declaring that 


“anyone who neglects the church 


sponsibility, Dr. Wilmer declared 
that “the chamber of ‘commerce; 
which is talking ahout spending 
money to advertise Georgia, might 
as well throw the money into the 
Chattahoochee, when the free ad- 
vertising the state.is getting is 
enough to convince people that life 
and liberty within its bounds are 
not safe.” 

The minister opened his remarks 
with the statement that he would 
be “several kinds of a fool in addi- 
tion to an April fool” if he had

Charged With Illegal 


Practices. 


Washington, April 1.—Austin, 
Nichols and company, a Virginia 
corporation engaged in the whole- 
sale grocery business with head- 
quarters at Richmond, has been 
cited by the federal trade commis- 
sion under the Clayton Act to an- 
swer complaints of illegal acquisi- 
tion and consolidation of competing 
businesses, it was annéunced yester- 
day. 

In 1919, the complaint sets forth, 
Austin, Nichols & Co., Inc., a New 
York corporation with head- 
quarters in New York city, was 
one of the largest wholesale 
grocery concerns in the United 
States. At the same time ,Wilson 
and company, Chicago packers, con- 
trolled the Fame Packing company, 
operating eight vegetable plants in 
Indiana, Michigan and Wisconsin; 
the Wilson Fisheries company op- 
erating five fish canning plants in 
Washington and Alaska, and a 
vegetable canning plant at White- 
land, Ind. 

Anticipating the @ecree in the 
government suit enjoining packers 
from engaging in unrelated lines of 
business, the complaint further 
avers, Wilsomw and company en- 
tered into an agrement with stock- 
holders of the Austin, Nichols and 
company and of the canning com- 
panies under its own contro! for a 
consolidation through a new cor- 

oration. This agreement, it is al- 
eged, was carried out in the or- 
ganization of the Virginia corpora- 
tion now cited. 

Prior to the consolidation, the 


commission was informed, the com-: 


panies igvolved did a business in 
1919 of “$38,000,000, which consti- 
tuted a substantial proportion of 
the wholesale trade in these com- 
modities in a majority of the states. 
Since that time, however, the com- 
plaint avers, the public has not 
enjoyed the benefit of this com- 
petition.”

The same feeling was also appar- 
ent in the discussion as to the ne- 
gro park situation in Atlanta. In 
a smaller city, such as Albany, a 
park has been long set apart for 
the negroes; but in Atlanta, where 
the need is greater, with thousands 
of negroes herded together with 
nowhere to go, nothing had been 
done until in 1919 six acres of 
ground were given by private par- 
ties and accepted by the city of 
Atlanta to provide a negro park. 
The land is known as Washington 
park, but calling it a park in its 
present condition is a joke. In 1920 
one thousand dollars was appro- 
priated by council to put the land 
in shape for use. Only $700 was 
spent. The park committee recom- 
mended to council‘an appropriation 
of $16,000 in 1921, $8,000 to get 
eight additional acres, the balance 
of $8,000 to be used in improve- 
ments. This was cut to $6,000, but. 
when the budget was finally pass- 
ed, nothing was provided. 

Since 1919 the county commisstion- 
ers have had before them the mat- 
ter of putting the land in shape 
and providing a bathing place. The 
commission is understood to be 
committed to the work, but, so far, 
nothing has been done. The com- 
mittee on church co-operation hopes 
that both the city and county will 
do the necessary work at an early 
date. Grant park, Piedmont park 
and Lakewood provide for our white 
people. Negroes are practically 
barred from these places. As the 
Summer draws near their needs 
should be remembered and provid- 
ed for before jit is too late. This 
was the unanimous thought of the 
committee. 


City Solicitor Present. 


Solicitor Roy Dorsey, of the crim. 
inal court of Atlanta, met with the 
committee and gave an interesting 
picture of the work in the court 
over which Judge Andy Calhoun 
presides, and in which Mr. Dorsey 
is the prosecuting attorney. The 
trials of such a position in a court 
which, by the force of :circume- 


stances, must handle a vast volume 


of business, touching every phase 
of life, were feelingly described by 
the solicitor. The committee gained 
a clearer insight than its members 
had had before into the difficulties 
of being both merciful and just in 
such a court. 

Mr. Dorsey mentioned one thing 
which should be borne in mind by 
every citizen of Atlanta at the 
present time. Our people are apt 
to forget. the pressure that is 
brought to bear upon both the 
judge and the prosecuting attorney 
by the friends and relatives of the 
accused. Unless there is some out- 
break of crime, the better class of 
citizens are inclined to leave the 
criminal courts alone. Prosecuting 
attorneys and judges should be 
made to know that they have the 
individual support and sympathy 
of those for whom the committee 
on church co-operation speaks, to- 
gether with that of all other rood 
citizens, in the unflinching enforce- 
ment of law and in the refusal to 
be swayed by sentiment. But in this, 
it was felt by members of the com- 
mittee that it is up to Christian 
people and a Christian state to pro- 
tect from physical suffering and 
actnal want the innocent members 
of the families’ of persons convicted 
of crime. Blind tigers, thieves and 
gamblers often have wives and lit- 
tle children. The law is not framed 
to hurt them, yet necessarily often 
the law does this thing. 


The Call of Christ. 


But, at last, the only permanent 
cure for crime and the solution of 
the race question, and of all other 
social problems, must be found in 
convincin the individual of the 
truth of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
The committee believes that those 
who protease to believe that gospel 
shoul practice its principles. 
Hence, the social program, with 
which goes evangelism.

KEY'S STAND AMAZING, 


Mayor Key’s attitude towards the 
"supporters of a drive for funds for 
relief in Ireland has caused amaze- 
ment among the leaders of the 
movement, according to statements 
made by several citizens connected 
with it Friday. In a letter to Chief 
Beavers, of the police department, 
Mayor Key called a public solicita- 
tion of funds for Irish relief a 
“violation of the city ordinances.” 

He referred to the drive as a 
“public subscription,” and said he 
was not convinced that the _ sup- 
posed charitable drive is “entirely 
disconnected with any political pur- 
pose.” He called for an enforce- 
ment of a city ordinance forbid- 
ding “any benevolent society or 
charitable mission or institution, 
who derive their subsistence by so- 
licitation or public collection and 
from the general public of Atlanta. 
to operate without first obtaining 
a permit.” 

Council some time ago voted 323 
to 7 to grant a permit, according 
to J. Henry Lynch, prominently 
identified with the drive for Irish 
relief, but the action was held up 
until further proof of the non- 
political and non-religious aspect of 
the drive could be furnished, Lynch 
said this proof would be submitted 
Monday, when the council. meets 
again. 

M. C. Carroll, tamporary chatr- 
man of the drive committee. ex- 
Pressed amazement at the attitude 
of Mayor Key, saying: 

“As far as the good citizens of 
Atlanta, who are interested in this 
work ara@ concerned, street ‘beg- 
ging was never contemplated; hence 
there could be no violation of the 
ordinance. 

“Just why Mayor Key should seek 
to make law violators out of these 
good citizens and taxpayers is more 
than we can understand. Dr... Mc- 
Carthy has letters from Secretary 
of Commerce Herbert Hoover in- 
dorsing this relief drive, and al- 
most evéry one is convinc.d of its 
purely humanitarian purposes. 

“Of course, if Mayor Key refuses 
to see the light, we know of no 
method whereby we can compel 
him to do so.” 

“President Harding is convinced 
of the purpose of the drive, and 
has given it public approval. ac- 
cording to press reports,” said J. 
Henry Lynch, in discussing the at- 
titude of Mayor Key. - “The Brit- 
ish government {is convinced, offi- 
cials in authority are convinced, 
and it seems to me that Mavor Key 
ought to be convinced. If he isn’t, 
T don’t know what can convince 
him. Everybody who is reasonable 
ought to be convinced.”
